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Homeowners ‘up in air’ over noise program

Metro Airport’s 9-year old 
Noise Mitigation Program is sig¬ 
nificantly behind schedule and 
has spent nearly $58 million on 
purchasing and sound insulating 
830 homes in Huron Township 
and Romulus. Originally, close to 
3,000 homes were approved for 
this program and each were eligi¬ 
ble to receive aluminum siding, 
replacement of exterior doors and 
windows, air conditioners, up¬ 
graded electrical systems, extra 
layers of drywall, added attic 
and/or wall insulation, and modifi¬ 
cation of vents, if needed. 

To get an idea of what some 
Romulus homeowners are saying 
about the program, I visited with 
some who are awaiting sound¬ 
proofing and others who have al¬ 
ready had their homes sound¬ 
proofed. Below is a synopsis of the 
comments made by the homeown¬ 
ers. 

Beverly Road - Awaiting Sound 
Assessment 

Florence and Emil Dragnosits 
have been waiting, since 1993, to 
have their home on Beverly Road 
assessed for the sound insulation 
program - she doubts whether 
she’ll ever get to the work-in- 
progress stage. She has made nu¬ 
merous phone calls and visits to 
the staff running the program and 
has yet to get any concrete an¬ 
swers about when contractors will 
begin work on their home. 

The Dragnosits' say that planes 
fly so close to their home that they 
can “...almost read the numbers 
on the planes as they are coming 
in...” The couple added that on 
some days 7-8 planes fly over 
their house within a 30 minute 
time frame. Florence says the 
noise from the planes have affect¬ 
ed every aspect of her life - she 
has difficulty t>eing heard and 
talking on the phone; the windows 
rattle; she gets static on the TV; 
and her dog is “nervous.” Emil 
says they have seen fuel drops 
from the airplane on top of their 
car. He thinks it comes from the 
exhaust system during takeoff; it 
is like a black soot The couple 
wanted to sell their home to the 
program, but was told their house 
was just outside of the acquisition 
boundaries. They listed their 
home with a local real estate 
agent but received no offers. 

Terry and Brenda Ramsay live 
next door to the Dragnosits’. The 
Ramsay’s signed up for the pro¬ 
gram nearly 2 years ago and have 
yet to have a noise assessment 
done of their home. Needless to 
say, the couple is anxious - they 
are tired of having their pictures 
and knickknacks fell off the walls 
and of having to replace cracked 
windows, periodically. 

Fred Williams lives down the 
street from the Ramsay’s and the 
Dragnosits’. He has lived in his 
house since 1965 and though he 
says that living in a flight path 
does cause some inconveniences - 
he smells fuel oil on heavy atmos¬ 
pheric days and the siding on the 
flight side of his house is faded - 
he does not want to live anywhere 
else. Williams signed up for the 
program in May, 1998 and has nev¬ 
er had a noise assessment done of 
his home either. 

Many Dissatisfied Homeowners 

According to Linda Choate, 
clerk for the City of Romulus, of 
those residents who have had 
their homes sound insulated, 
many are dissatisfied with the 
quality of the workmanship. 
Choate says she has had residents 
complain that their homes were 
too tightly sealed, causing conden¬ 
sation to form on windows and 
walls. Residents were told by pro¬ 
gram officials and contractors that 
their homes had to be sealed tight¬ 
ly to prevent noise from seeping in 
through the cracks. 


Choate says one homeowner 
complained that workers failed to 
clean the inside of a double paned 
sound barrier window before 
caulking and sealing. The worker's 
refused to remove and clean the 
window - so the homeowner was 
left to gaze at smudge marks, fin¬ 
gerprints, and dirt 

Taft Street - Soundproofing Done - 
Not Satisfied 

Ollie Turner, a mechanic with 
DPW, and nearly a dozen of his 
neighbors on Taft Street, were 
part of Phase I, and have had 
noise assessments and sound 
proofing work done on their 
homes. Unfortunately, not one of 
them were completely satisfied 
with the quality of the workman¬ 
ship. Many of them have had to 
take money out of their household 
budgets to pay for the bungling 
done by the contractor’s workers. 
Turner’s home received a new 
furnace, central air conditioning, 
windows, doors and vinyl siding. 
He had to hire a contractor to re¬ 
do parts of the siding, because of a 
large gap between the siding’s 
flashing under the shingles. 

Ellis and Johannah Debruhl, 
are experiencing similar prob¬ 
lems as Turner. The couple said 
water is leaking behind the siding, 
causing the wood frame of the 
house and windows to rob some of 
the inside windows have mold. Jo¬ 
hannah says that water is leaking 
into their family room, as a result 
of how poorly the vinyl siding was 
installed. 

Jim Handerson lives directly 
next door to the Debruhl’s. Their 
homes are made of the same ma¬ 
terial - wood and sheet rock, yet 
Handerson was denied vinyl sid¬ 
ing for his home. After numerous 
inquiries, Handerson was told by 
SJate Representative Ray 
Basham, that Len Singer, 
spokesperson for the Wayne Coun¬ 
ty Noise Mitigation Program, said 
“If he fixed your mistake, he 
would have to fix them all and 
that would cost too much money.” 
Handerson’s garage was sound¬ 
proofed, but he could not get his 
porch soundproofed. He received 
central air conditioning, windows 
and doors, but he has been wait¬ 
ing for nearly a year for new 
doors, because the doors that 
were originally hung are now 
warped. 

Robert and Marianne Rose, 
had to take down the siding 
around their old windows before 
the contractor could install the 
new windows. The couple assert 
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Ron Turner points to the 
warped siding that he wants 
replaced on his home on New 
Castle. Turner has 27 items he 
wants the program to correct. 

that Bruce Renshaw it would be 
too expensive to pay someone to 
take the siding down. 

The air conditioning was in¬ 
stalled last October; it just started 
working this June. Rose says 
every window that was hung was 
the wrong size and had to be built 
up with 2X4’s on the sides. Rose is 
replacing the interior trim for 11 
windows. Renshaw told him the 
program would not absorb this ex¬

pense. As it turned out, the worker 
hired to install the windows told 
the Rose’s he was a dry waller, not 
a window installer Marianne had 
to show him how to install the 
windows. 

Colbert Street - Soundproofing 
Done - Not Satisfied 

Daniel Banks has not been able 
to use the expensive double 
paned sliding door off his dining 
room, in the winter, since it was 
installed nearly 3 years ago. Banks 
had a wooden deck built just off 
his dining room prior to the work 
by the soundproof program. Ac¬ 
cording to Banks, the gap between 
the sliding door and the wooden 
deck should have been insulated 
underneath and caulked on top. 
As a result, the sliding door 
freezes, if closed in the winter 
from condensation. 

Banks says he has had 2 dryers 
bum out within 2 years as a result 
of the dryer vent being rerouted. 
Instead of extending directly from 
a basement window, the workers 
rerouted the vent to outside the 
house, underneath the wooden 
deck. In doing so, built the vent 
with 6 - 7 too many bends, causing 
lent to build up; now the dryer 
overheats, and eventually the heat 
elements bum out Banks was also 
refused insulated windows for his 


basement because of costs. 

The outside of Banks’ house 
has broken siding as a result of 
power lines being moved - too low, 
in fact - he is concerned about his 
grandchildren grabbing the power 
lines. Workers bored too many 
holes in the siding, some are so 
deep that water and snow get in; 
his inside walls are already show¬ 
ing signs of condensation. 

Dan Brown says the second sto¬ 
ry of his house is smoldering hot 
in the summer, even with the cen¬ 
tral air conditioning the sound in¬ 
sulation program installed for him 
and his family a few years ago. 
Brown said the upstairs is much 
colder in the wintertime than be¬ 
fore; the result of faulty duct work 
He said his family was more com¬ 
fortable using electric heaters. 
Brown would like to see the pro¬ 
gram send a new contractor out to 
redo the heating/cooling system in 
his home. Needless to say, when 
Brown sent in the evaluation form 
he just recently received in the 
mail, his comments were not fa¬ 
vorable. 

New Castle - Soundproofing Done 
- Not Satisfied 

Ron Turner, Ollie Turner's son, 
lives in a beautiful home on a 
beautiful piece of property. You 
would never suspect that anything 


was wrong with his house - until 
you get up close. Turner has a 
laundry lists of repairs - 27 to be 
exact Some of the vinyl siding on 
his house is missing, some buck¬ 
les, some pieces are cracked, and 
some of it is discolored; the light 
fixture near the front door is rust¬ 
ed and dangling; some of his door 
handles flop in the air; some of 
the mortar in the master bath¬ 
room is cracked; a $650 antique 
lamp was broken; there are 
gouges in his $3800 central air 
conditioning unit a result of work¬ 
ers standing on it 

As a result of water leaking into 
one of the bedroom windows, the 
drywall beneath the window rot¬ 
ted and left a big hole, that was 
eventually patched, but the pro¬ 
gram is refusing to repaint the 
wall pink, asserts Turner. He has 
been battling with administrators 
and contractors of the program 
since 1998. First Choice, the first 
contractors hired to work on his 
home did so much damage, that 
their insurance company had to 
end up paying him nearly $4000. A 
second contractor was hired, and 
their work was just as sloppy. 
Turner says this company did not 
even pull permits to work on his 
home. He just recently hired an 
attorney to negotiate resolution of 
his repairs with the program. 

City Officials Express Concern 

Richard Marsh, Romulus’ Di¬ 
rector of Economic Development 
is concerned about the number of 
complaints the city has received 
about faulty workmanship and 
wants to see the airport address 
the concerns of homeowners as 
soon as possible. 

Most of these homeowners will 
eventually have their concerns ad¬ 
dressed, but according to Choate, 
there is a whole class of home- 
owners whose concerns will never 
be addressed - Romulus’ mobile 
park homeowners. 

Program officials have excluded 
this class of homeowners from the 
insulation program, even though 


Area survives decade’s worst heat

Last week’s excessive tem¬ 
peratures wrecked havoc in 
some people’s lives and caused 
minimal disturbance, if any, in 
the lives of others. 

On Wednesday, the tempera¬ 
ture hit 100 degrees, the highest 
it has been since August 1995. 
Monday’s temperature hovered 
around 95 degrees; on Tuesday, 
the temperature climbed to 96 
degrees, and by Thursday, tem¬ 
peratures had dropped to 90 de¬ 
grees. Add the heat index - hu¬ 
midity - into the equation, and 
then add 5 degrees more to each 
day’s temperature. And what 
you ended up was 4-days of life- 
threatening temperatures. 

Romulus’ Fire Department 
treated more than a half of 
dozen people for heat related 
emergencies Tuesday through 
FHday Complaints ranged from 
dizziness, to lightheadness, to 
having difficulty breathing 

The Firefighters were also 
sent out to extinguish at least 
three grass and field fires. For¬ 
tunately, the fires were extin¬ 
guished before any major dam¬ 
age occurred. 

According to Amy Middleton, 
Divisional Director of Marketing 
and Corporate Communications 
for Oakwood Healthcare, Oak- 
wood’s Wayne facility, located on 
Annapolis at Venoy, saw its 
biggest increase in heat related 
emergencies on Tuesday, August 
7 and Wednesday, August 8. 

Middleton estimates that 


over the 2-day period, several 
dozen people each day were 
treated for a variety of heat re¬ 
lated problems, ranging from 
shortness of breath, to dehydra¬ 
tion and chest pains, to having 
passed out Some people were 
brought in by ambulance, many 
were walk-ins; the majority 
were treated and released. 

On Wednesday, August 8, 
nearly 30 kids showed up for a 
bike safety class, in spite of the 
extreme heat. The kids were 
met in the parking lot by the Ro¬ 
mulus Police Department and 
told the class was re-scheduled 
to Wednesday, August 22, from 
10:00 am - 2:00 pm, and given 
coupons to Burger King for 
showing up for the class, in spite 
of the heat 

Managers of Romulus’ two 
senior citizen buildings gladly 
reported that neither had any 
heat related emergencies. Ro¬ 
mulus Tower, located on Bib- 
bins, has 126 air-conditioned 
units. None of the residents re¬ 
ported any malfunctioning of 
their air conditioning units dur¬ 
ing last week’s heat wave. 

Whispering Willows Co-op 
Apartments, located on S. 
Wayne, has 64 air-conditioned 
units. None of the residents re¬ 
ported any malfunctioning of 
their air conditioning units. 
However, the entire facility did 
experience a power outage 
Thursday night, from approxi¬ 
mately 12:00 midnight to 1:00 
am. 

Walt Mandruch, manager of 
the Kroger Store, on Michigan 


Avenue, in Wayne, stated that 
his store “saw increased move¬ 
ment of ice, water, soft drinks, 
and produce.” Fortunately, the 
store never ran out of any of the 
products and never had to place 
any emergency orders with ven¬ 
dors. 

Blue Dot of Michigan, a na¬ 
tional cooling, heating, plumb¬ 
ing and electrical company that 
services residents in and 
around Romulus, saw a 25 per¬ 
cent jump in customer requests 
for service and installed twice 
as many new air conditioners 
during last week’s heat wave, as 
compared to sales during the 
same time frame last year. The 
company provides service 24 
hours a day, 7 days a week Ac¬ 
cording to Blue Dot Services, we 
have already had 12 more days 
of 90-degree temperatures, as 
compared to this time last yean 

Jim Rink, AAA spokesperson, 
said statewide they received 
16,862 Emergency Roadside 
Service calls between Monday 
and Thursday. According to 
Rink, AAA received an average 
of 4,215 calls per day, up 17.5 
percent for the same 4 days a 
year ago. Generally, AAA gets 
an average of 2,700 calls per day 
in August, but this month the 
company received 3,100 calls 
per day. Rink offers a caution¬ 
ary message - if you do not want 
to become one of AAA’s statis¬ 
tics, keep your radiator filled 
with fluid - it is just as impor¬ 
tant in the summer as it is in the 
winter 
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these families have been subject¬ 
ed to as much noise as any other 
homeowners whose home lies di¬ 
rectly under or in close proximity 
to the airport’s flight path. When 
mobile park homeowners asked 
for an explanation, program offi¬ 
cials responded that since these 
homes are not built on solid foun¬ 
dations, it would be too difficult to 
insulate them. Some city officials 
think that costs was the determin¬ 
ing factor in excluding mobile 
homeowners from the insulation 
program. 

Current Status of Program 

Unfortunately, because of the 
complaints lodged by homeown¬ 
ers about deiays in start-up and 
completion of work and faulty 
workmanship, as well as com¬ 
plaints by sub-contractors for non¬ 
payment and allegations of fraud 
and mismanagement of fends, the 
Federal Aviation Administration

has decided to withhold FY 2000- 
2001 sound insulation funding 
from the program. The Noise Miti¬ 
gation Program receives 80 per¬ 
cent of its funding from the FAA in 
the form of grant reimbursements. 
Wayne County matches with a 20 
percent passenger facility charge. 
The FAA had earmarked $35 mil¬ 
lion to Metro Airport’s Noise Miti¬ 
gation Program to be released at a 
rate of $5 million per year over the 
course of seven years, beginning 
in 1997 and ending in 2004. The 
program is not slated to be com¬ 
pleted until 2007. The U. S. Depart¬ 
ment of Transportation’s Office of 
the Inspector General lodged a fell 
scale investigation after having re¬ 
ceived a hotline complaint alleg¬ 
ing fraud by one of the general 
contractors working with the pro¬ 
gram. The general contractor had 
overstated the level of participa¬ 
tion by the Disadvantaged Busi¬ 
ness Enterprise. 

Wayne County set up a special 
task force the beginning of this 
year to discuss ways to improve 
the Noise Mitigation Program, 
based on recommendations made 
by the OIG. Wayne County Com¬ 
missioner John J. Sullivan , vice¬ 
chair of the special task force, 
thinks that there are far too many 
entities involved in running the 
program. Metro Airport’s Noise 
Office and a program manager 
from the airport’s Capital Im¬ 
provement Plan are currently run¬ 
ning the Noise Mitigation Pro¬ 
gram. Commissioner Sullivan 
would like to see there be only 
one firm responsible for oversee¬ 
ing the entire program. 

The FAA has expressed simi¬ 
lar sentiment According to Com¬ 
missioner Sullivan, federal offi¬ 
cials have recommended that air¬ 
port officials hire a specific firm. 
This firm has a renowned reputa¬ 
tion for managing noise mitiga¬ 
tion programs at other major air¬ 
ports. Sullivan was not willing to 
divulge the name of this 
national firm. Commissioner Sul¬ 
livan wants homeowners with 
concerns about the program to

A community activist said Tues¬ 
day that he wants lawmakers to 
live by the laws they pass. 

Mark Blackwell, an often-critic 
of council, armed with photos, 
blasted former city officials and 
present lawmakers for violating 
their own blight laws. He dis¬ 
played photos of what he believed 
was evidence of blight and debris 
at the property sites, violations, he 
says, by present and former city 
officials of the recently approved 
blight laws. 

Blackwell told council the exte¬ 
rior of Councilman A1 Haidous's 
store was in shambles, of dire 
need of paint Debris indiscrimi¬ 
nately was tossed around the 
building. 

“I feel you should be setting an 
example, councilman Haidous” 
said Blackwell. “But you're not” 

Blackwell also criticized the al¬ 
leged debris-shattered properties 


owned by former mayor, Ken 
Warfield, and present Council- 
woman Josephine Lentine. 

Haidous responded by accus¬ 
ing Blackwell of attempting to po¬ 
litically embarrass him during an 
election year. The lawmaker 
pointed out that he was in the 
midst of repainting and fixing up 
the building, and that he (Black- 
well) chose the specific time to 
bring attention to the store to em¬ 
barrass him during the election 
campaign. 

Haidous is up for reelection. 
He has decided to challenge in¬ 
cumbent Robert J. Dickerson, for 
the mayor’s office. 

“Your motivation to attack me 
at this time is purely political,” a 
visually angry Haidous replied.. 

Later, Blackwell said that he 
had no hidden agendas. 

“If lawmakers are going to 
make laws, they have an obliga¬ 
tion to live by them. That is all 
there is to this,” said Blackwell. 

Blackwell also singled out 


Lentine for criticism. He said that 
when the (blight) ordinance was 
being discussed by council, 
Lentine revealed she had an old 
canoe in her backyard and she 
wanted to remove it because she 
felt it was blight 

Blackwell later said he ap¬ 
proached Lentine with an offer to 
help her remove the old canoe but 
his offer was rejected. 

“I was told by Councilwoman 
Lentine that she didn’t need my 
help,” Blackwell said. 

Blackwell had earlier criticized 
Warfield’s properties. According 
to Blackwell. Warfield's property 
on Michigan Avenue is in dire 
need of repairs. Warfield was not 
at the council meeting to respond. 
He was unable for comment prior 
to press time on Tuesday. 

But Lentine said she had dis¬ 
posed of the canoe and other de¬ 
bris in her backyard and that 
Blackwell’s criticism was unwar¬ 
ranted.

For the first time in many years, the Pri¬ 
mary Election on September 9, will fea¬ 
ture mayoral contests in Detroit, Dear¬ 
born and our own Westland. Although Gil 
Hill and Kwame Kilpatrick appear to be 
running away with the election in Detroit, 
and the Primary in Dearborn has been 
extremely ugly from the start — one can¬ 
didate has had his car vandalized three 
times—the contest in Westland has been 
competitive and relatively clean.

Although the Price campaign appears 
to have lost several signs over the week¬ 
end, for the most part, the three candi¬ 
dates ought to be commended for their 
honest above-board campaigns. 

All three have been very visible in their 
community. One watcher notified us that 
poor Sandy Ciccirelli was delivering cam¬ 
paign literature door-to-door when the 
heat index was 107 last Wednesday. I hope 
she didn’t have too many doors shut in 
her face.

Politics have turned ugly in Sumpter 
Township. Steve Kunselman, current

Since a new wave of politicians were 
voted into office last year lead by Supervi¬ 
sor Elmer Paragghi, there has been one 
acrimonious fight after another at town¬ 
ship hall creating what some employees 
think is a hostile working environment 

In an effort to help employees through 
the rough times, Kunselman signed a con¬ 
tract with a counseling center that would 
allow employees to receive counseling for 
work-related stress. The contract was for 
only $1,800. 

The new regime and their supporters 
strongly objected. 650 residents signed a 
petition seeking Kunselman’s dismissal 
because supposedly the administrator by 
township charter hasn’t the ability to ap¬ 
prove such a contract without board ap¬ 
proval. However, a second petition, signed 
by township employees, strongly support 
their boss and his efforts to make the 
work environment more peaceful. 

Give Kunselman his due. He has the 
reputation as a quality administrator and 
could go most anywhere for higher pay 
and a peaceful job environment Howev¬ 
er, he is making his stand with the new 
elected regime, and hopes time will bring 
peace to his job and a very divided 
Sumpter Township. 



Duggan takes a dive — again 


When Wayne County Prosecu¬ 
tor, Michael Duggan, was the right 
hand man of county executive Ed 
McNamara, he had the reputation 
of being tough and uncompromis¬ 
ing if not ruthless. As he cam¬ 
paigned for the county prosecu¬ 
tor’s office he maintained his ag¬ 
gressive image promising strict 
no-nonsense prosecution of all 
lawbreakers. 

Upon taking office after a con¬ 
vincing electoral win, Duggan an¬ 
nounced a tough new policy of no 
plea bargains on gun violations 
and domestic violence cases, 
which was to be followed by 
everyone in the prosecutor’s of¬ 
fice. 

It didn’t take long for a classic 
case to present a test of the new 
policy. A prominent city council¬ 
man was arrested for pistol whip¬ 
ping his wife and shoving her 
down a flight of stairs. Duggan re¬ 
cused himself on the grounds he 
knew the councilman personally. 
Nothing wrong with that But the 
assistant prosecutor who took 
over the case immediately plea- 
bargained the case down to a mi¬ 
nor misdemeanor thus sparing 
the councilman jail time and sav¬ 
ing his council seat 

What happened to the new de¬ 
partment policy? I guess we’ll 



have to wait to find out until an¬ 
other prominent citizen commits 
a gun violation or a domestic as¬ 
sault 

Now comes an even dicier case 
for Duggan. A circuit court judge 
was arrested for proposing a ho¬ 
mosexual act with an airport po¬ 
lice decoy in a public rest room at 
the airport 

Duggan immediately searched 
for a way not to prosecute the 
judge. In his initial statement ex¬ 
plaining why the judge would not 
be prosecuted, Duggan said the 
department would no longer pros¬ 
ecute such cases where the only 
witness was a police decoy. Some¬ 
one must have explained to him 
that was tantamount to saying un¬ 
dercover police could not be trust¬ 
ed to give truthful testimony while 
under oath. 

A clarification was not long in 
coming. Duggan explained he had 
been working on a new policy but 


would now announce it two weeks 
before he had planned. The 
change, he said, was that there 
would be no prosecutions where 
the person thought he was enter¬ 
ing into a consensual sex act be¬ 
tween adults where no money 
changed hands. Duggan applied 
the new policy retroactively and 
the charges against the judge 
were dropped. 

Does this mean that sex acts 
between consenting adults, in a 
public place, are no longer a viola¬ 
tion of law? Apparently Duggan 
thinks so. Duggan admitted the 
county might have to release some 
prisoners convicted under similar 
circumstances and refund some 
fines. 

Perhaps Mr. Duggan is con¬ 
fused about which office he won 
in the election. He was elected to 
enforce the laws, not make them. 
It’s not as if he is making changes 
to policies he disagrees with and 
said so in his campaign. The only 
apparent reason for ducking or 
changing his announced policies 
is to avoid offending prominent 
politicians and their blocs of vot¬ 
ers. 

Holding an elective office is a 
lot different than that safe ap¬ 
pointive position, isn’t it Mike?

terest group not to fund the re¬ 
search — but that’s for another 
column.) 

While I can’t speak for “the 
country,” I can’t recall being 
trapped between religion and sci¬ 
ence last week. As always, reli¬ 
gious activities involved faith, ritu¬ 
al, and prayer. Scientific activities 
involved experimentation, mea¬ 
surements, and reports according 
to the scientific method. 

Religion and science are not in 
conflict. They are just different 
and they serve different purposes. 
Each has its place. Each has a 
long history of use and abuse, of 
good and bad twists and turns in 
the human soap opera 

But outside the national media, 
the stem cell research funding 
hoopla was a nonevent As a scien¬ 
tific question, it not only was irrel¬ 
evant, it came late in the game. 

“The fact,” according to Scott 
Rosenberg in Salon, “is that thou¬ 
sands of embryos were destroyed 
each year before stem-cell re¬ 
search was an option, and thou¬ 
sands will continue to be de¬ 
stroyed each year no matter what 
Bush decided. These embryos are 
a by-product of in vitro fertiliza¬ 
tion techniques that are in wide¬ 
spread use today by couples who 
have difficulty conceiving chil¬ 
dren by natural means. These 
couples aren’t ‘anti-life’; they’re 
trying to have families. Modem 
science, in its miracle-working 
clumsiness, can help them, but ex¬ 
cess embryos are an inevitable by¬ 
product Since there are far more 
embryos than donors willing or 
eager to provide wombs for them, 
even those couples who have 
qualms about destroying their un¬ 
wanted embryos aren’t often able 
to find an alternative.” 


Take stem cell research out of 
the equation and the destruction 
of embryos continues. Thus, if 
there is a question of scientific 
ethic or religious ethics, then it 
should revolve around vitro fertil¬ 
ization techniques — a topic Bush 
has ignored. 

More important, though, is the 
question of scientific ethics. It bog¬ 
gles my mind to see the talking 
heads on the Sunday news shows 
devoting hours debating stem cell 
research funding while ignoring 
research on biological or nuclear 
weapons — research that has led 
to mass murder. 

Scientific ethics should dictate 
that the fruit of scientific discover¬ 
ies are not used to kill innocent 
people. Though scientists can nev¬ 
er know where a discovery can 
lead, ethical scientists should be 
bound to report the evil potential 
of their work and follow safe¬ 
guards to see that a future Hitler 
or Timothy Leary doesn’t misuse 
the discovery. 

Purely evil discoveries, such as 
a lethal germ to be used as an of¬ 
fensive weapon, should be ex¬ 
tremely regulated (for example, to 
enable the US to develop anti¬ 
dotes to germ warfare), if not 
banned. 

From the government’s stand¬ 
point, there should be laws regu¬ 
lating potentially harmful re¬ 
search. For example, a scientist 
should check in with a monitor be¬ 
fore creating a Frankenstein mon¬ 
ster. 

The government should keep 
an eye on biological weapons, ge¬ 
netic research, and stem cell re¬ 
search. The results of research 
should be a concern of science, 
government, and religioa 

But the focus should be on pre¬ 
venting evil results, not restricting 
Man’s God-given curiosity and in¬ 
telligence. 

As for the national media, 
please quit the stem cell research 
hype until scientists are ready to 
clone Britney Spears. Then subur¬ 
ban America will have something 
to talk about

Elswick leads Twisters to 3rd win, 31-0 

Twisters QB passes for 374 yards, 2 TDs

Behind a phenomenal passing 
performance by veteran quarter¬ 
back Rob Elswick, the Twisters 
roared past Battle Creek, 31-0, Sat¬ 
urday night for their third consec¬ 
utive victory in the Lakeshore 
Semiprofessional Fbotball Confer¬ 
ence. 

"It was another great day for us 
and another phenomenal effort by 
Elswick and our defense," said J. 
Glenn Brothers, General Manager 
of the Twisters, a team made up 
for former local and area high 
school and collegiate talent 

The third straight impressive 
victory by the T\visters sent a mes¬ 


sage to the conference that the un¬ 
defeated ball club is definitely the 
team to beat this season, accord¬ 
ing to Brothers. 

Elswick was unstoppable as he 
completed 14 of 24 of his passes 
for a total of 374 yards and two 
touchdowns. On the receiving end 
of Elwick’s passes were Donti 
Hamilton, who caught five for 139 
yards, including a 74-yard touch¬ 
down on the Twisters' first play 
from scrimmage. 

Reggie Brandon, a former 
Wayne Memorial standout, pulled 
in three catches for a total of 102 
yards and one TD, while Frank 
Niscoromni pilled up 77 yards on 
3 receptions. 

Leading the ball carriers was 


Jaquan Wright who rushed for 63 
yards on three carries, including 
his first TD as a Twister. Jason 
Gibson added 51 yards and a 
touchdown and had eight carries. 

Nine Twister running backs ac¬ 
cumulated a total of 166 yards 
while five different receivers 
added a total of 364 yards for a 
team total of530 yards. 

The 530 represents a Twister 
record, surpassing last weeks 448 
yards. 

In addition, kicker Chuck Petit- 
pas remained "perfect" as he con¬ 
verted all four of his point-after at¬ 
tempts. He also connected on a 35- 
yard field goal, his fourth in a row 
over the last three games. 

On defense, the Twisters 


proved to be impregnable. They 
harassed the Rattler's offense, 
holding the opposition to 37 yards 
on 22 rushing attempts and a 
mere 60 yards on a five of 23 pass- 
inggame. The Twisters also forced 
nine punts while picking off two 
errant passes. They sacked the 
Rattler QB five times. 

Glenn touted the Twisters' de¬ 
fense as being one of, if not the 
best, in the conference this year, 
thanks to the "five-man wrecking 
crew", made up of Aaron Brothers 
and Bob Pensant - both from Can¬ 
ton, Tim Simon, Chuck Lauber, 
and Travis Wright, who combined 
for a total of 14 solo tackles and 19 
assists, including two sacks by 
Aaron Brothers and one by Travis 


Wright 

The remaining two sacks were 
registered by Lonney Bryant and 
Henry Jones. Deon Perry and De- 
Vaughn Smith each had an inter¬ 
ception. 

"Competition only gets tougher 
as the season progresses, and if 
we are to continue controlling our 
opponents, we must minimize our 
mistakes and mental errors," said 
Brothers. 

The'Twisters' CEO added that 
"Coach Brown has a firm grip and 
is doing an exceptional job." 

"In what I consider is a very 
short time, he has captured the re- 
spect and admiration of each 
team member, including myself 
He is an outstanding mentor and 


role model," Brothers stressed. 

The Twisters will seek to 
stretch their winning streak at the 
expense of the Rage, another 
team out of Battle Creek. The two 
Lakeshore rivals will clash at 7 
p.m. on Saturday at the Twisters' 
home field, (Willow Run's Devlin 
Stadium). 

The Rage is a strong challenger 
for the LSFL North Division title, 
a title that presently is owned by 
the Twisters.
